Recommendation  Forms  can  only  be  used  during  the  year  for 
which  they  are  issued.  One  Ticket  entitles  a  patient  to  attend 
the  Hospital  for  three  months  ;  at  the  end  of  which  time  a  fresh 
one  is  required. 

There  are  no  special  in-patient  recommendation  forms  ;  such 
patients  are  admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Surgeons. 

No  food  or  intoxicating  beverages  are  allowed  to  be  introduced 
into  the  Hospital  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Matron. 

Friends  of  in-patients  are  allowed  to  visit  them  on  Wednesdays 

and  Sunda}^s  from  2  till  4,  but  on  no  other  day  without  special  leave.

Out-patients  not  bringing  their  own  bottles  are  charged  4d. 
each  for  them.  By  special  arrangement  with  the  Official  Opticians, 
patients  can  purchase  the  spectacles  ordered  for  them  at  greatly 
reduced  prices. 

At  the  first  visit  to  the  Hospital  with  a  recommendation  form, 
patients  are  given  a  card  with  a  reference  number  on  it ;  this 
should  always  be  quoted  when  enquiries  are  made  concerning 
patients. 

This  Institution  being  established  for  the  relief  of  those  who  are 
POOR  AND  UNABFE  TO  PAY  FOR  MEDICAF  ASSISTANCE, 
subscribers  are  most  earnestly  requested  not  to  give  these  recom¬ 
mendation  forms  indiscriminately.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  given  above  that  the  work  of 
the  hospital  continues  to  increase,  and  it  may  be  said  that  never 
has  the  work  proceeded  with  such  smoothness,  or  with  better 
co-operation  on  all  sides. 

The  division  of  the  work  of  the  hospital  into  two  separate 
departments  (Eye  and  E.N.T.),  has  contributed  not  only  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  Institution,  but,  we  believe,  considerably  to  the 
welfare  of  the  patients. 

The  new  Orthoptic  Department  has  been  of  great  assistance 
to  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeons  and  of  enormous  benefit  to  our  patients. 

The  new  X-Ray  Department,  though  only  recently  established, 
has  done  most  valuable  work. 

We  would  wish  to  record  our  gratitude  to  all  our  colleagues 
for  their  help  during  the  year,  and  our  appreciation  of  the  ever 
willing  and  efficient  service  of  the  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff.

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Annual  Report 


The  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
the  129th  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital,  together  with  the  Surgeons’ 
Report  and  the  audited  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  yeai  ended 
31st  December,  1946. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Rieut.  Col. 
Otter  Barry,  who  joined  the  Committee  in  1945.  Though  he  had 
been  associated  with  the  Hospital  for  a  comparatively  short  time, 
his  genial  personality  and  wise  counsel  were  much  appreciated, 
and  his  loss,  not  only  to  our  Hospital  but  to  many  organisations 
throughout  the  County,  will  be  keenly  felt. 

During  the  year.  The  Right  Rev.  The  Bishop  of  Shrewsbury, 
the  most  senior  member  of  the  Committee  resigned,  and  we  would 
place  on  record  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  for  his  services  over 
a  long  period  of  years. 

At  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Governors  held  25th  May, 
1946,  Alderman  Harry  Steward,  M.C.,  J.P.  and  Mr.  Knoch  Rowe 
were  elected  to  the  Committee,  and  we  extend  a  hearty  welcome 
to  these  gentlemen. 

The  outstanding  event  during  the  year  was  the  passing  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  which  became  law  on  the  6th  Novem¬ 
ber,  1946.  The  Act  provides  for  all  Hospitals  to  be  transferred  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  on  an  "appointed  day”.  What  that  day  is, 
has  not  yet  been  fixed.  The  Act  is  a  comprehensive  piece  of 
legislation  and,  while  it  cannot  be  welcomed  by  all,  it  has  to  be 
accepted,  and  your  Committee  will  do  everything  in  their  power  to 
make  the  transition  as  smooth  and  satisfactory  as  possible.  It  is 
generally  accepted  that  the  "appointed  day”  ryill  not  1  e  until  well 
into  1948,  so  that  the  necessity  of  carrying  on  until  then  is  a  duty 
which  must  be  accepted. 

Pending  the  Hospital  being  absorbed  into  the  State  Organis¬ 
ation,  your  Committee  consider  it  their  duty  to  do  everything  in 
their  power  to  bring  it  into  the  highest  possible  state  of  efficiency. 
To  that  end  they  have  established  during  the  year  an  Orthoptic 
Department  (Squint  correction  and  treatment)  and  an  X-Ray

Department.  Both  these  extensions  of  Services  have  been  ex¬ 
pensive,  but  your  Committee  are  fully  satisfied  that  such  expense 
will  be  more  than  justified.

The  attention  of  all  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  is 
invited  to  the  Surgeons'  Report  appearing  on  page  3.  The  work 
being  accomplished  continues  to  expand,  and  the  waiting  list, 
unhappily,  has  reached  dimensions  which  cause  your  Committee 
the  gravest  anxiety.  Arrangements  for  the  establishment  of  a 
central  Hospital  at  Copthorne,  under  the  direction  of  the  Salop 
County  Council,  are  proceeding,  and  it  is  hoped  to  relieve  our 
waiting  list  considerably  as  soon  as  the  wards  are  ready  to  admit 
patients. 

The  Accounts  for  the  Year  1946  are  as  usual  published  in 
detail  and  appear  on  a  separate  statement  attached  to  this  Report. 
Having  regard  to  prevailing  conditions,  Income  has  been  well 
maintained.  The  Shropshire  Voluntary  Hospitals  Contributory 
Association  slightly  exceeded  its  1945  allocation,  but  the  total  is 
reduced  owing  to  falling  off  in  payments  for  Reciprocal  Benefit. 
Taking  the  Income  as  a  whole,  your  Committee  are  reasonably 
satisfied  that  it  has  come  in  very  satisfactorily,  having  regard  to  the 
imminent  prospect  of  State  control. 

The  Expenditure,  however,  is  a  very  different  matter.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  the  outgoings  for  1945  and  1946  : —

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is 

an  increase  of 

£5,758  in  1946 

compared  with  1945.  This  very  serious  advance  is  largely  attribut¬ 
able  to  “Surgery  and  Dispensary”  (£1,684)  and  “Salaries  and 


Wages”  (£2,967).  As  regards  the  first  it  will  be  appreciated  that, 
during  the  war  years,  it  was  difficult  and,  in  some  cases,  impossible, 
to  replace  worn-out  surgical  equipment.  This  defect  has  now,  to  a 
certain  extent,  been  remedied.  The  increase  in  salaries  and  wages 
is  due  to  two  causes,  namely, 

(a)  The  payment  of  fixed  salaries  to  the  surgical  staff  in  place 
of  the  old  system  of  honoraria. 

(b)  The  full  operation  of  the  Rushcliffe  Report  for  nurses  and 
the  Hetheiington  Report  for  domestic  staff. 

The  effect  of  the  deciease  in  Income  and  inciease  in  Expendi¬ 
ture  is  to  show  a  deficit  of  £7,417  14s.  4d.  Against  this,  it  is  reason¬ 
able  to  credit  the  allocation  received  in  1946  from  the  Shropshire 
Joint  Hospitals  Appeal  of  £5,897  Is.  3d.,  and  when  this  is  done,  the 
deficit  becomes  £1,520  13s.  Id. 

It  is  very  clear  from  the  foregoing  figures  that,  with  Expendi¬ 
ture  at  its  present  level  (and  likely  to  increase),  it  would  be  im¬ 
possible  to  carry  on.  For  1947  there  will  be  a  balance  of  £798 
16s.  4d.  to  come  in  from  the  Joint  Hospitals  Appeal,  and  the  deficit 
which  will  inevitably  arise  in  1947  will  have  to  be  met,  either  from 
legacies  or  by  the  realization  of  investments,  or  both.  It  is  a 
somewhat  melancholy  statement  for  a  Board  of  Management  such 
as  oiirs  to  present,  for  we  have  always  prided  ourselves  on  paying 
oUr  way  and  building  up  a  substantial  reserve  of  investments. 
Clearly  those  days  are  gone.  We  can,  however,  see  our  way  to 
finance  our  hospital  out  of  our  reserves  until  the  State  assumes 
financial  responsibility. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  finance,  mention  must  be  made 
of  the  generous  contributions  towards  special  expenditure  from  the

As  stated  above,  we  received  £5,897  Is.  3d.  in  1946,  from  the 
Shropshire  Joint  Hospitals  Appeal.  We  received  £3,269  10s.  Od.

OPHTHALMIC  BENEFIT. 

Most  Approved  Societies  have  adopted  what  is  known  as 
Ophthalmic  (Additional)  Benefit,  under  which  there  are  available 
private  consultations  with  specially  qualified  medical  men,  and 
which  entitles  their  members  to  examination  of  the  eyes  and,  if 
necessary,  to  a  prescription  for  spectacles. 

In  cases  where  a  member  of  the  Scheme  belongs  to  a  Society 
which  provides  Ophthalmic  Benefit,  he  should  consult  his  panel 
doctor,  who,  if  he  thinks  that  the  patient  needs  ophthalmic 
examination  or  treatment,  will  inform  the  patient  how  to  proceed. 

If  the  Approved  Society  to  which  the  member  belongs  does  not 
provide  Opthhalmic  Benefit,  then  he  is  eligible  for  treatment,  either 
as  a  contributor  or  by  recommendation.
